In South- 
ern India, the district most affected by 
the famine, there are 24,000,000 poo- 
pie, of whom, according to authorita- 
tive statements, 4,000,000 must die of 
actual want. The distance to be trav- 
ersed between this afflicted district and 
tho productive portions of India is so 
great that, with tho utter absence of 
moaas of transportation, except wagon 
teams (which cannot carry enough for 
their own subsistence), the task of re- 
lieving the starving millions would be 
impoasible. 
Some fearful instances of 


suffering in tho streets of Madras are 
recounted, where infants are abandoned 
by their mothers, and left to perish by 
tho roadside. 
Tho most horrible phase 


of the visitation yet mada known is 
given in a report from the prov- 
ince of Mysore, where two cases of otn- 
nibalism are said to have occurred, A 
member of tho relief committee in I hat 
quarter fears that this practice must, 
under the circumstances, bccemo wide- 
spread.

actions have been unearthed, by which 
the officers of the bank, daring tits last 
days, got rid 
of certain mortgages, 


notes, etc., which tho bank held against 
them, and by which thoy transferred to 
tho bank their stock and took up tho 
notes, mortgages, and other obligations 
as an equivalent.
